Summary of Significant Accounting Policies

Sunbelt Securities, Inc. (the "Company'") was formed October 23, 1996 and became
effective as a broker-dealer in securities registered with the Securities and Exchange
Commission (SEC) on July 3, 1997. The Company operates under (SEC) Rule
15¢3-3(k)(2)(ii), which provides that all funds and securities belonging to the
Company's customers would be handled by a correspondent broker-dealer. The
Company is a Texas corporation, and its customers are located throughout the
United States.

Security transactions (and related commission revenue and expense) are recorded on
a settlement date basis, generally the third business day following the transactions.
If materially different, commission income and related expenses are recorded on a
trade date basis.

Income taxes are provided for the tax effects of transactions reported in the
financial statements and consist of taxes currently due. The provision for federal
income taxes differs from the expected amount using statutory rates because
certain expenses included in the determination of net income are non-deductible
for tax reporting purposes.

For purposes of reporting cash flows, the Company has defined cash equivalents
as highly liquid investments, with original maturities of less than ninety days, that
are not held for sale in the ordinary course of business.

The preparation of financial statements in conformity with accounting principles
generally accepted in the United States of America requires management to make
estimates and assumptions that affect the reported amounts of assets and liabilities
and disclosure of contingent assets and liabilities at the date of the financial
statements and the reported amounts of revenues and expenses during the reporting
period. Actual results could differ from those estimates.

Net Capital Requirements

Pursuant to the net capital provisions of Rule 15¢3-1 of the Securities Exchange Act
of 1934, the Company is required to maintain a minimum net capital, as defined
under such provisions. Net capital and the related net capital ratio may fluctuate on
a daily basis. At December 31, 2005, the Company had net capital of approximately
$286,694 and net capital requirements of $5,000. The Company’s ratio of aggregate
indebtedness to net capital was .18 to 1. The Securities and Exchange Commission
permits a ratio of no greater than 15to 1.

There were no material inadequacies in the procedures followed in
adhering to the exemptive provisions of (SEC) Rule 15¢3-3(k)(2)(i1) by promptly
transmitting all customer funds and securities to the clearing broker who carries
the customer accounts.
